Discovery oF 4 YOUNG Gals Bopr uxyper THE 
Aran —A horrible discovery has been made within the 
last two or three days at the church of the village of 
Boulogne, betwéen Paris and St. Cloud, which is now 
under repair. Underneath the altar of the Virgin there 
has been found the body of a young girl, of 14, who 
disappeared three years ago, and of whom her parents, 
inhabitants of the place, have never since had any news. 
The neighbourhood is in a state of great excitement on 
the subject. The girl is described as having been very 
beautitul. She had been to her first confession shortly 
before her disappearance. 

DEarH FROM aw.—On Tuesday afternoon, 
Mr. John Humphreys, the coroner, held an inquest at 
the London Hospital, respecting the death of Thomas 
Varney, aged 21 years, who died from lockjaw, It ap 
peared from the ev.dence that the deceased was at work 
at a stationery engine at the railway station at Bow, on 
the morning of the 23d ult., when he by some means got 
his finger jammed between the machinery. It was 
slightly injured, but subsequently the limb became pain- 
ful. He received assistance from the above-named 
institution, where symptoms of tetanus or lockjaw 
supervened; and, though every assistance was rendered, 
the deceased expired.

During the night, however, whilst alone, he suc- 
cecded in getting his wife’s crinoline petiicoat, and hav- 
ing partially pulled one of the rope hoops out, he threw 
the garment over his room door, which he closed, having 
previously pulled the hovp over the top of the door. 

The crinoline he then passed round his neck and dropped 
his legs over the stairs. There he remained suspended 
until a police-constable was called in by the screaming 
of some of the inmates. The officer at once cut him 
down, and Dr. Turner, of Guy’s Hospital, was sent for, 
and that gentlemas promptly attended, but life was 
then extinct.

in aiteruate rows, a method which it is expected will 
combine the advantages of both systems without the 
nuisance of either. A portion of the east end of Lom- 
bard-street has been laid in the new manner, and as 
far as we could judge from an examination made * 
yesterday, it bids fair to answer the purpose intended. 
At present it is covered with a layer of gravel, and 
as the weather is dry and the wind high, a good deal — 
dust flies about, at which the neighbouring shopkeepers 
grumble a little; but ia a few days the road will * 
attained its normal condition, and there seems to 
little doubt but that it will chen turn out to be a very 
advantageous compromise between wood and stone. 
The wood will certainly greatly dimioish the noise, 
wh: tut the alternate layer of stone must give security to 
the res, and the question of cost will not be mate 
rially altered. The principle is already in operation in 
the si reete of Melbourne, where the crossings sre 
of stone cubes, with strong wooden 
battens tmteriaid, and there it is considered that the 
composite pavement is mach stronger and more durable 
than if all Were composed of one material. The cab and 
omnibus dri vers are generally in favour of the 
pic u, which, .voked at from their point of view, t 
consider uo give much better ioothoid than all wood; 
and the shopkee,vers admit that even already great com- 
parative shence has been obtained. They complain, 
however, of the dust; but they must have patience

It is stated positively that the measure just adopted 
by the Cabinet of Turin has been the object of a protest 
on the part of three of the great lowers. 

“The remainder of the Sardinian army will, in pre- 
sence of the concentration of troops made by Austria 
on the trontier of Venetia, take up a position in the 
Romagus and the Duchies. In order to render a part 
of this army free to act, the garrison duty of the 
second rank places will be performed by the National 
Guards.

The Garibaldians 

raised shouts of joy on seeing their brethren of Northern 

Italy, and the Neapolitans were frightened at the sight 

of those regular uniforms. The Piedmontese artillery 

wrought wonders. It fired grape-shot at the rate of five 

shots in two minutes, and the result was frightful. The 

Bersaglieri vied with the Garibaldians,and these latter 

with the former; they vied as to which of them should 

sooner take possession of the most dangerous positions. 

The first result of the battle was this: —The Royal troops 
forced their Way intoour quarters, but they were driven 
back with very heavy loss. Some thousands of them have 
by this time reached Naples, but unarmed, and under good 
escort, A general is among them, many officers also 
ot course. The second result is, that after so terrible a 
defeat the Royal troops will not again have the whim 
of taking the offensive—nay, they will have great trou- 
ble in keeping on the defensive. The third result I need 
not tell you. At the moment I write it is perhaps ac- 
complished by an army among whom the weariness and 
languor of a siege have been followed by the ardour of a 
recent victory. The dead and wounded on our side 
were not few, as may be expected from the severity of 
the action. Of ouf Genoese we have no very serious 
losses to deplore. Guecco, Gagliardi, Fontana, and one 
of the Uzielli were wounded, all slightly. The same is 
reported of General Garibaldi.

cannot be questioned. The public debt of Austria, 
including the floating debt due to the bank, amounted 
on the Sist December, 1859, to 2,268 millions of 
florins, and it is estimated that it will be further 
increased] during the year 1860 by 63 millions, making 
a grand total of 2,331 millions. It is, therefore, evident 
that the Austrian debt has been represented as 1,000 
mijlions of florins more than it really is. Moreover, 
the\publicist above mentioned states that 173 millions

He bad seen 
some very good articles of the kind manufactured in 
Dublin on Chubbs’ principle, and whieh, he thought, 
were fit for (he purpose. 

The matter was then referred to the committee, 

Mr. Rogers said that within the last few days the 
wheaten bread was very bad. In fact, it was quite un- 
batable, and several sacks of flour had to be returned to 
the contractor. 

Mr. Place tal it was the duty of the baker to report 
to the board as to the quality of the flour, 

Mr. Connor said that the baker bad excused himself 
by saying that he had not the means to test the ity 
of the flour until a batch or two were made. In that 
case, of course, there was a liability of loss; but, in his 
(Mr. Connor's) opinion, a man of worse jwigment than 
that of a baker could test the quality of flour while work- 
ing up the dough. It hed been satistectorily ascertained 
that the flour in yuestion was ialerior to the best seconds, 
which had been contracted for. 

Mr. Rogers moved that the baker should be called in, 
and that he should be warned never to work up flour 
inferior to that agreed to be supplied by the contract, 
which was agreed to. 

THE WATER SUPPLY. 

The Clerk read a report from the Visiting Committee 
on the above subject, The committee stated thal they 
contirmed the opinion previously expressed, that there 
is sulllcient supply of water in the underground tanks 
under the store rooms and other buildings adjacent to 
the kitchen and bakery, to supply all the wants of the 
kitchen, laundry, ani new schools, if the same were 
made available. In order to do that, the committee re- 
commend that a pump, to be worked by a small steam- 
engine, should be erected in some room over these 
tanks, or in the neighbourhood of the yard ; that 
the pipes y laid be connected therewith, 
aud an additiodal supply of new pipes be procured, so 
as to couvey the water into the new cistera placed on 
the roof of the new schools. They also recommend 
that Mr. Crofton, civil engineer, be employed to super- 
intend the works, and that all the tanks shoali be 
cleaned. 

An application was made through Mr. Place, by 
Miss Mufphy, who supplies the barm to the iustita- 
tion, as to whether she should not be allowed an addi- 
tional compensation over her contract, from the fact of 
an enormous increase having lately taken place in the 
price of hops. She had contracte! to supply the house 
with barm, at the rate of is |! per cask, though she 
was supplying the same articie to the small traders at 
3s per cask. She now sought is 1d additional compen- 
aut lou under the circumstances. Ihe matter was post- 
poned for one week. Tho board then adjouraed,

„ Easy Suavive” i Cuts — A correspondent from 
China, in the Monteur de Armee, gives the following 
sketch:—“ In our march oo Isi-pa-o, I met a boat 
carrying a bier, the relatives of thu deceased, all dressed 
ia white, accompanyiag it. The men, when in mourn- 
ing, have white silk tressed in with their hair, so that 
their tails are black and white, and have a very singular 

pearance. They remain for three months without 
— when they lose their father or mother. Ia in- 
fancy, and up to the age of 15, the Chinese boys are 
shaved on the spot where the hair is to grow long, in 
order that, when older, their tails may be the thicker, 
The girls, on the contrary, are, up to the above age, 
shaved on tho back and front of their heads. All the 
Chinese have flae heads of hair, particularly the women, 
and the only colour known is black. It is a curious 
sight to see the Chinese range t!emselves along the 
street, to be shaved by a pereyriating barber, who 
moves about from place to place, carrylug his strop 
over his shoulder by means of a bamboo. The razor 
used by this Figaro is not long, bat is very wide. ‘The 
men not only have a part of the head and chin shaved, 
but also the eyebrows, and even the nostrils, If some 
Chinese are met with who have moustaches, it is very 
rare to find one with a beard. The pictures on 
rice paper, which are sent to France, and w repre- 
sent the natives with long moustaches,are caricatures 
drawn by the Chinese, wiw thus turn themselves inte 
ridicule, or imagine they do so. The operation per- 
formed by the barber costs one sapeque, a small copper 
coin, with a square hole in the onddle, and 1,160 01 
which are worth a piastre, or about 4s 6d. When the 
French soldiers make a purchase, and receive these 
colos iu exchange, strung upon a string, they are much 
embarrassed with them, and when about ta marob give 
the sapeques away to the Chinese children,

Naples the subject of its remarks, censuring that mon- 
arch, in not very mild terms, for accusing Europe 
for not assisting him out of his troubles, The Siecle 


or The King of Naples accuses Europe for its im 
passibility, and wishes that it would bring his sub- 
subjects to reason. He ought to have listened to 
the Europe he now invokes, and not have despised 
its counsels, and railed at its advice. It would 
really be too convenient if one could go, and in spite 
of those around, throw oneself into en abyss, and 
afterwards impute it to them as a crime that they did 
not seek to get you out of it by precipitating themselves 
into it! But who is the prince who would now come to 
the assistance of Naples? England one day assisted 
in a reaction in that capital ; history telle us of it, and 
she covered herself with shame. Reactions at Naples 
are terrible; the names of Acton, Lady Hart, Ruffo, 
Ferdinand IL, and that of Nelson himself, are almost 
living reminiscences of the fury of those frightful resto- 
rations. Blood flows in torrents, scaffolds are permanent, 
and punishments vary at the will of the populace. It is 
truly an insult to Europe to imagine that any government 
in it could be found to enable Francis IL to do in his 
reconquered kingdom what his predecessor did. A re- 
action at Naples would be something so monstrous that 
if Piedmont should aid the Italians to gain a triumph 
which would prevent such an event she will have 
merited well of the haman race. The King of Naples 
complains in his manifesto that vessels and arms should 
have come from Piedmont to assist his revolted subjects. 
But he ought to have put himself in accord with the 
Pope, since their cause, according to the latter, is Ident. 
cal. Now the Pope rejoices and congratulates himself 
on the Irish, Bavarians, Austrians, and French having 
come to his aid. If men have individually had the 
right of serving the cause of Popes, they probably also 
have that of serving the people. You have enrolled 
men in Germany, in Austria, in Bavaria, in Belgium, 
and in France; and you boast of it. Italy, to defend 
herself, has enrolled in Italy herself—what, therefore, 
have you to say against her? :

The privilege of M. Calzado as Director of the Italian

The enthusiasm of the Italians is never in default. 
A battalion of the National Guard of Florence arrived 
at Turin at half-past seven on the evening of the 6th. 
The neighbourhood of the railway station was eo 
crowded that one-third of the whole population of the 
city must have been collected. The mass of people was 
so dense that it took the Tuscans two hours and a halt 
to reach their barracks, distant only a little more than 
a mile. All the houses were illuminated and dressed 
out with fags. As they were marching along one of 
the persons prese thought he saw Count Cavour at a 
balcony, when the cortege immediately stop and 
raised a loud cry oi “ Long live Cavour!" When near 
the Royal Palace the band struck up the national hymas, 
and the acclamations of the people redoubled. 

Ihe fine, under the head of latest news, says :'— 

Ihe last despatches from Italy furnish us with the 
following information:—The news of the entry of the 
Piedmontese army into the Kingdom ofthe Two Sicilies 
has not yet reached Haris, but that measure has been 
definitively decided on by the Cabinet of Turin, and will 
take place immedi. u'y. The Piedmontese Government, 
in deciding on this „ cp, is said to have declared that it 
had no persona! fec.ing towards King Francis II., but 
that it was the cou» quence of the principle of Italian 
unity, which must tor the future guide its conduct, and 
prevail over every cousideration of fact and right. The 
corps d armee destined to act in the State of Naples will, 
it is said, be 25,000 strong, without reckoning special 
troops. This corps will have at ite disposal a numerous 
artillery, and a siege park for operations against fortified 
places. A has already reached its destination, and 
has been placed at the diaposal of Garibaldi. 

It is stated positively that the measure just adopted 
by the Cabinet of Turin has been the object of a protest 
on the part of three of the great Powers. 

“The remainder of the Sardinian army will, in pre- 
sence of the concentration of troops made by Austria 
oh the frontier of Venetia, take up a position in the 
Romagna and the Duchies. In order to render a part 
of this army free to act, the garrison duty of the 
second rank places will be performed by the National 
Guards. , 

„General de Gerandin arrived at Rome on tlie &th, 
from France. A part of his division will, it is said, 
be stationed at Viterbo and Villectio. The Pope is, it 
is Said, very satisfied at the sending of these troops.” 


THE BATTLE OF VOLTURNO. 

The Genoese journals publish the following official 
despatch of Nino Bixio :— 

October 2, 5-45 p.m. 

“ Yesterday | telegraphed to you that we had driven 
back the enemy. To-day we have made an end of it. 
Several thousand prisoners are in our hands; their 
general is one of the number. We have had great good 
fortune iu all our movements. (a the first news trom 
the camp there was great dismay in Naples, and 
feare were entertained for the safety of the 
town. Our (Piedmontese) infantry, the Bersag- 
lieri, and the disposable artillery were mstantly marched 
to Caserta. This reinforcement was not unavailing, and 
had full leisure to distinguish itself. Ihe Garibaldians 
raised shouts of joy on seeing their brethren of Northern 
Italy, and the Neapolitans were frightened at the sight 
of those regular uniforms. The Piedmontese artillery 
wrought wonders. It fired grape-shot at the rate of five 
shots in two minutes, and the result was frightful. The 
Bersaglieri vied with the Garibaldians, and these latter 
with the former; they vied as to which of them should 
sooner take possession of the most dangerous positions. 
‘The first result of the battle was this: — Ihe Royal troops 
forced their way intoour quarters, but they were driven 
back with very heavy loss. Some thousands of them have 
by this time reached Naples, but unarmed, and under good 
escort. A general is among them, many officers also 
The second result is, that after so terrible a 
defeat the Royal troops will not again have the whim 
of taking the offensive—nay, they will have great trou- 
ble in keeping on the defensive. The third result I need 
not tell you. At the moment Í write it is perhaps ac- 
complished by an army among whom the weariness and 
languor of a siege have been followed by the ardour of a 
recent victory.

Now, all Europe knows that the financial condition of 
Austria, especially of her public debt, has recently 
undergene a thorough discussion; men versed in finance 
and independent of the Government have been called 
on in the Council of the Empire to examine the 
state of the public fortune, and the result is ex 

in the following figures, the correctness of which 
cannot be questioned. The public debt of Austria, 
including the floating debt due to the bank, amounted 
on the Sist December, 1859, to 2,268 millions of 
florins, and it is estimated that it will be further 
net during the year 1860 by 63 millions, making 
a grand total of 2,331 millions. It is, therefore, evident 
that the Austrian debt has been represented as 1,000 
millions of florins more than it really is. Moreover, 
the publicist above mentioned states that 175 millions 
of florins will be annually required to pay the inte- 
rest of that debt, so wantonly exaggerated, whereas 
the sum of 113,407,500 florins is amply sufficient to 
meet that branch of the public expenditure in the year 
1861, after allowing for the heavy loss to be supported 
by the Treasury in the form of agio. Lastly, the same 
author makes the debt owing to the Bank 365 millions, 


whereas it is only 265 millions. Such are the misre- 
presentations made to mislead public opinion.”’

He did not pretend to predict the 
future ; he tried to foretell what inspi prophets 
had written, not to foretell what it would need an in- 
spired prophet now to be able to do, He believed 
that England was not to go down amid the wreck of 
nations; he believed that she was to be the Israel 
and Jadea of Europe, and that God had too great 
a design for her to accomplish, and too sublime 
a mission for her to fulfil, ever to allow that land, 
described by one now passed away, as “ First 
flower of the earth, first gem of the sea,” to perish 
amidst the awful convulsions that now began to agitate 
and shake terribly the nations of the earth. No one 
could look — at this moment, he thought, upon 
Europe, without seeing that we were rapidly drifting 
into some new and inexperienced circumstances and 
situation. The last news about him that once used to 
shake the nations, whose word made emperors stand in 
the cold snow doing penance before he would consent to 
give them audience, was such as was literally fulfilling 
the prediction of Daniel, “ The judgment shail sit,” and 
the. prediction of St. Paul, Ile will consume it by the 
spirit of his mouth, and do it to the end.“ Rome seemed 
to be going to ruin, though he did not believe that the Pope 
was yet tocease. Lis screams for assistance were piercing ;

The Hebrew word meant scattered over 
area and long ages; it comprehended time and place. 
The people to be presented were also described 
as a people “peeled,” a word to which many de- 
finitions had been given. If his audience were asked 
to glance over Europe, and along the centuries that were 
lost in the midet of ages past, what people would they 
lay their hand upon as answering to the description 
given—a people scattered and peu ed? He said the 
Jews, who were emphatically living alone amidst 
the nations of the earth, Having found out the 

ople referred to, he would not ee that they were to 
be a present to the Lord of Hosts. The whole of Isaiah 
was a prediction of “the sufferings and the glory that 
should follow” in the history of Palestine; whilst it was 
the prediction of Him in aud through whom all nations 
were ultimately to be blessed, Lo show them that 
this phrase was not singular, he quoted from Isaiah, 
49th chapter and 220d verse, where he read,“ Thus 
saith the Lord God, behold I will lift up mine 
hand unto the Gentiles, and set up my standard 
to the people ; and they shall bring thy sons in 
their arms, and thy daughters shall be carried upon their 
shoulders, And kings shall be thy nursing fathera, 
and their queens thy nursing mothers; they shall bow 
down to thee with their face towards the earth, and lick 
up the dust of thy feet ; and thou shalt know that I am 
the Lord; for they shall not be ashamed that wait for 
me” And he found in the last chapter of Isaiah, “ And 
they shall bring all your brethren for an offering unto 
the Lord out of all nations upon horses, and in chariots, 
and in litters, and on mules, and upon ewilt beasts, to 
my holy mountain, Jerusalem, saith the Lord, as the 
children of Israel bring an offering in a clean vessel into 
the Ilouse of the Lord. He gathered from all this that 
the Jews were to be reifistated In their own land, and, 
in the language of the 18th chapter of Isaiah, 
to be presented to God on Mount Zion as a 
splendid, fragrant, national offering, acvepteble 
to im because the fuifilment of His own prediction 
and the realisation of His own glorious promise, He 
believed that the restoration of the Jews to Palestine 
was as distinct a Scriptural prophecy as the regene- 
sation of the Jew by the Holy Spirit of God, If the 
audience would read the 38th and 39th chapters of 
Ezekiel, they would see that he was not rash when he 
asserted that Russia, coalesced with France, were to be 
the great resistants of the aceomplishment of this 
great promise—namely, the restoration of the Jewsa— 
and that a nation he would try to identify was to pro- 
sent the offering to the Lord of Hosts on Mount Zion, 
and to be blessed by Him because of sodoing. Was it 
not something strange to see the fleets of Europe 
on the seaboard of Palestine? French bayonets were 
now among the people there. Russia wanted Pales- 
tine, It was a tradition that Constantinople was 
the gateway to Jerusalem, and she would have it. 
The French held that the Mediterranean ought to 
bea French lake, and no doubt an effort would be 
made to have it so. England woald not consent, and 
the part she would have to take and the blessing 
sie would reap he would try to unfold as far as it was 
indicated in the present chapter.

The land addressed was described 
as “overshadowing with wing” The Hebrew 
proph tie perfect meant the future. lu the 53d chapter 
of leaiah, “He wae and we esteemed Him 
not,“ meant He will be.” Prophecy inspired by God 
wus ao sure that it wae recorded as though it had 
occurred, Bishop Horsley said the words “ shadow- 
ing with wings” meant protected with wings. What 
were the wings? Constantly by poets, and sometimes 
in Scripture, they were used to denote the sails of ships. 
Lamartine said, “ The wings of the gull flapped against 
the mast like the sails ofa ship.”

Mr. Connor said that the baker bad excused himself 
by saying that he had not the means to test the quality 
of the flour until a batch or two were made, In that 
case, of course, there was a liability of loss; bat, in his 
(Mr. Connor's) opinion, a man of worse judgment than 
that of a baker could test the quality of flour while work. 
ing up the dough, It had been satistectorily ascertained 
that the flour in question was inlerior to the best seconds, 
which had been contracted tor. 

Mr. Rogers moved that the baker should be called in, 
and that he should be warned never to work up flour 
inferior to that agreed to be supplied by the contract, 
which was agreed to. 

run WATER SUPPLY. 

The Clerk read a report {rom the Visiting Committee 
on the above subject. The committee stated that they 
contirmed the opinion previously expressed, that there 
is sullicient supply of water iu the underground tanks 
under the store rooms and other buildings adjacent to 
the kitchen and bakery, to supply all the wants of the 
kitchen, laundry, an! new schools, if the same were 
made available. In order to do that, the committee re- 
commend that a pump, to be worked by a small steam- 
engine, should be erectedin some room over these 
tanks, or in the neighbourhood of the yard ; that 
the pipes already laid be connected therewith, 
and an additional supply of new pipes be procured, so 
as to couvey the water into the new cletera placed on 
the roof of the new schools. They also resommend 
that Mr. Crofton, civil engineer, be employed to super- 
intend the works, and that all the tauks shon be 
cleaned. 

An application was made through Mr. Place, by 
Miss Mufphy, who supplies the barm to the institu- 
tion, as to whether she should not be allowed an addi- 
tional compensation over her contract, from the tact of 
an enormous increase having iately taken place ia the 
price of hops. She had contracte! to supply the house 
with barm, at the rate of is | id per cask, though she 
was supplying the same article to the small traders at 
3s cask.

„ Baer Suave ix Cui. — A correspondent from 
China, in the Moniteur de Armee, gives the following 
sketch:—“In our march on IA-pa-o, I met @ boat 
varrying a bier, the relatives of the deceased, all dressed 
in white, accompanying it. The men, when in mourn- 
ing, have white silk tressed in with their hair, so that 
their tails are black and white, and have a very singular 
appearance, They remain for three months without 
shaving when they lose their father or mother. lu in- 
fancy, and up to the age of 15, the Chinese boys are 
shaved on the spot where the hair is to grow long, in 
order that, when older, their tails may be the thicker, 
The girls, on the contrary, are, up to the above age, 
shaved on tha back and front of their heads. All the 
Chinese have fine heads of hair, particularly the women, 
and the only colour known is black, It is a curious 
sight to seo the Chinese range t! emselves along the 
street, to be shaved by a pereyrvating barber, who 
moves about from place to place, carrylug his strop 
over his shoulder by means of a bamboo, he razor 
used by this Figaro is not long, bat is very wide, ‘The 
men not only have a part of the head and chin shaved, 
bat also the eyebrows, and even the nostrils, If some 
Chinese are met with who have moustaches, it is very 
rare to find one with a beard. The pi on 
rice paper, which are sept to France, and w repre- 
sent the natives with long moustashes, ate caricatures 
drawn by the Chinese, who thus turn themselves into 
ridicule, or imagine they do so. The operation per- 
formed by the barber costs one sapeque, a small copper 
coin, with a square hole in the middle, and 1,160 oi 
which are worth a piastre, or about 49 6d. When the 
French soldiers make a purchase, and receive these 
coine la exchange, struag upon 4 string, they are much 
embarrassed with them, and when about ta maroh give 
the sapeques away to the Chinese children,”
